A doctor in a small town pur- 

based an Item or two from one 
f the large mall order houses  
nough to get his name on their 

mailing list. Later on when he 
ailed to order more goods the cat­ 

alog house's follow up man got 
busy and In one of his letters asked 
a number ot sterotyped questions 
as to why the former no longer pa- 
ronlzed his house. The following 
s the sensible and hard headed 
lector's reply:

'Your letter of recent date ask- 
ng why I bad not traded with you 

a long time, received and as 
ask me to tell you frankly 

why, I will give you a few rea­ 
sons.

'First I am in business In this 
community, with its varied indus­ 
tries for my support. I cannot ask 
the merchants of the town for their 
support If I do not give them mine.

"Second In looking over my 
books I fail to find either Mr. , 
Mr.  or other of the company's 
names, which reminds me that nei­ 
ther of these gentlemen have never 
given me a penny's patronage. Why 
is this? Am I too far away, or 
have neither of them needed a 
physician, or are they afraid ot 
the mail order plan when it coi 
to the practice of medicine.? I 
can certainly give as good satisfac­ 
tion by mall an your house can 
and will appreciate a call from 
either ot them when in need ol 
medical service.

'Third In looking over the sub 
scription lists for improving our 
streets and public highways. I have 
tailed to find the name ot either 
member of your firm down tor one 
penny to assist In the work. Also 
I have failed to find your name on 
any charity lists where help has 
been rendered to our poor; in oth­ 
er words, you are not down as a 
contributor to our Helping Hand 
Society. In fact In all the move­ 
ments for the betterment of our 
conditions, where our community 
has needed the united efforts of her 
public spirited citizens, 1 have 
tailed to find your name among 
the list of our contributors. Your 
name is not on our city tax books, 
nor do I find where you have paid 
a city license to Co a mercantile 
business in competition with our 
home merchants.

"These are a few answers to your 
questions and I trust you will see 
th'j Justice In them."
